tion of John Worth Kern of Indiana 
lor vice president on the ticket on 


made the presidential nominee during 
the early hours of the morning, the 
Democratic national convention com- 
pleted its session late Friday after- 
noon. 


The nomination of Mr. Kern was 


made 
by acclamation, 
amid 
the 


resounding cheers of tne 
delegates 


and spectators. 
No ballot was neces- 


sary, as the tide of sentiment had set 
Irresistibly toward the Indiana candi- 
date, state 
after 
state 
registering 


their delegations in his favor and all 
the other candidates withdrawing be- 
fore the universal demand for nomi- 
nation. 


The convention, after adjourning at 


daylight with the nomination of Mr. 
Bryan, resumed its session at 1 p. m. 
•with a powerful undercurrent already 
in motion toward the nomination of 
Kern for second place. On the call of 
states Indiana presented the name of 
Kern; Colorado, through Former Gov- 
ernor Thomas, placed in nomination 
Charles A. Towne of New York; Con- 
necticut presented Archibald McNeil, 
and 
Georgia, Clark 
Howell. 
The 


names of Judge George Gray of Dela- 
ware and John Mitchell of Illinois 
•were not presented, owing to the pos- 
itive requests of these gentlemen not 
to have their names go betore the con- 
vention. 
For a time it looked as 


though a ballot would be required, but 
the steady line of states ^hich joined 
in seconding Kern's nomination made 
it apparent that, the chances for all 
other 
candidates had been extin- 


guished. 
Mr. Towne in person was 


the first candidate to recognize the 
decisive nature of the Kern move- 
ment, and in a ringing speech he with- 
drew his name from consideration and 
pledged his support to the ticket of 
Bryan and Kern. Withdrawals quick- 
ly followed from the supporters of 
Howell of Georgia and McNeil of Con- 
necticut, leaving the Indiana candi- 
date alone in the field. Ihe with- 
drawal of the Connecticut candidate 
was accompanied by a motion that the 
nomination of Kern be made by accla- 
mation. The motion was earned -s\ith 
a deafening shout, and the great as- 
semblage broke into clamoious dem- 
onstration on the accomplishment of 
its work and the completion of the 
Democratic national ticket.

Useful to the Girl Who Goes on Week 


End Visits. 


For this dainty little workkig one 


yard of pretty tlowered silk ribbon si;r

a . v-,1. 
I'r.t off sixteen niches of tbe 


^io:.n lilibou. join round the two ends. 
gather ivimd one edge, and one inch 
beli>\\ the other edge stitch round .1 
p.ece of the narrow ribbon to form a 
case for that which draws hi the ba:z. 
Co\er with the broad ribbon one side 
each of two pieces of cardboard which 
have been cut into perfect octagons, 
and ou the covered side ot one ot the 
pieces tix across a piece of narrow 
ribbon and tack it Uo\.n in the center 
to form cases for bodkin, ribbon run- 
ner, etc. Hound the edae of this sew 
the gathered edge of the bag. Turn

the bag inside out and sew on the oth- 
er piece of cardboard, with the covered 
side uppermost. 


Now cover the third piece of card 


board on both sides. Cut three sides 
off the fourth piece of cardboard and 
cover the larger of the two pieces 
with the broad ribbon. Sew this on 
the third piece of covered cardboard 
so as to form a pocket to hold a tiny 
pair of scissors, and on this pocket at- 
tach a couple of small pieces of thill 
flannel for a needlecase. 


One side or edge of this must be 


sewed to one side of the bottom of the 
bag. Make a little loop of buttonhole 
stitch in the center of the side right 
opposite to this, through which a short 
glass headed pin can fasten this side 
also to the bottom of the bag, which 
•when closed looks like an ordinary 
affair. 


There ought to be a small cutting of 


ribbon over, of which a tiny bag could 
be made for holding hooks, eyes, but- 
tons, etc.. while a further addition to 
its utility would be a couple of tiny 
reels of cotton, a tape measure and a 
thimble. The little pincushion is made 
of velvet stuffed with wadding.

Therefore for foster mothers use Laug- 
shaii, Brahma 
aud Cochin Biddies, 


eight eggs to the heu. 


In using Incubators vce keep the tem- 


perature at lOii degrees at ceuter of 
egg. 
Heat is more intense toward top 


of incubator. 
A goose egg is higher 


than a hen's egg. This keeps top ol 
goose egg at 103 degrees. 
Test ou 


eighth day, turn and cool like hen's 
eggs. 


When mother goose takes her swim 


she returns and moistens the eggs with 
her wet feathers. 
We therefore play 


goose and dip the eggs in lukewarm 
water every day. 


If setting a goose, fill bottom of nest 


with sand and cut straw, as a goose 
covers her eggs when she leaves the 
nest 
If you remove eggs to induce 


goose to lay more, do so at night and 
leave a nest egg. 


At the end of the thirtieth or thirty- 


fourth day, If you remove goslings, do 
so in the dark. Leave a youngster for 
company and do not keep them away 
loug or mother will disown them. 


It is sometimes necessary to crack 


the shell to help the goslings out, but 
trend softly, for the cross mother may 
flap you and crush her eggs and 
young. And where has goosey gander 
wandered all this time? 
Is he off 


flirting with other geese? 
Ah, no! 


He has kept guard over that nest in 
rain and shine for a month and given 
battle to every approaching enemy.

GOOSE MENU. 


Leave goslings in nest or incubator 


one day. Remove to high hover style 
brooder and start at 90 degrees; third 
day SO degrees and taper down to TO 
degrees. Furnish grit, feed four times 
first •week, three nest and turn on 
grass range. 


First feed sweet dry breadcrumbs; 


next day add a sprinkle of com meal 
and bran moistened. 
Then feed a 


crumbly mash of two-thirds bran, one- 
third cornmeal and 10 per cent beef 
scrap with a little fine grit; wheat, 
oats and cracked corn when able to 
swallow them. 


To fatten, two weeks before market, 


place in small pen and feed crumbly 
mash of 75 per cent cornmeal and 25 
per cent beef scrap. 
Heavy grain ra- 


tion brings fat and infertiles. 
Oats, 


wheat and barley mixed, one busbel a 
year lor breeders. 
Grain only in cold 


months. 
Good winter feed made up 


of turnips, beets and cabbage for vege- 
tables and bulky mash of one-half 
steamed clover or alfalfa, with two- 
thirds bran and one-third cornmeai. 


February, March and April feed 10 


per cent beef scrap for eggs. Mate in 
the fall, one gander to three geese.

The bill provides that girls under six- 


teen shall not be permitted on the 
streets of the city after 8 o'clock in 
the evening from Oct 1 to May 1.

who are accompanied by parents or 
guardians, but the "guardians" must 
be bona fide, and a young man friend 
will not be accepted as guardian no 
matter what his representations may 
be.

Imagine a condition more dishearten- 
ing than our present tax system, or 
one that leads to more immorality

Money and other forms of intangible 
property that have a fixed value can 
not be justly taxed on the same basis 
as land. 
Real estate is not on the 


tax duplicate at anything like its true 
value. The whole method of levying 
and collecting taxes in Ohio is unjust 
and the sooner it is changed the bet- 
ter for all. We have tried all sorts of 
dodges and subterfuges to escape the 
penalty of a law that prohibits a man 
from being honest. 
One who seeks 


to get his tangible property on the 
duplicate at less than its true value is 
just as much a tax dodger in princi- 
ple, though not so successful in prac- 
tice, as he whose property is easily 
concealed. Get an honest law and the 
people will obey it. I believe we take 
no chances in amending the constitu- 
tion. Our condition can be no worse, 
but it can be made infinitely better. 
I believe we should each become ac- 
tive in the campaign now being car- 
ried on to secure enlightenment on 
this very important topic, and to se- 
cure the adoption 
of the 
taxation 


amendment." 


HOW PERSONAL PROPERTY TAX 


LAWS AFFECT FARMERS. 


There is undoubtedly a strong trend 


toward the total exemption from tax- 
ation of all forms of personal property 
on the plea that from the very nature 
of the conditions it is impossible equit- 
ably to enforce such taxation. Wheth- 
er this be true or not it is certain that 
the burdens of the personal property 
tax laws fall far more heavily on the 
rural communities than on the cities, 
and that under existing conditions the 
farmers in the majority of cases are 
compelled to pay more than their fair 
share of personal property taxes. An 
examination of the personal property 
tax returns of the principal states 
shows that the amounts paid in per- 
sonal property taxes 
by rural com- 


munities are outrageously excessive 
as compared with the amounts paid 
in personal property taxes 
by 
the 


cities.— N. J. Bachelder, Master Na- 
tional Grange, Before First National 
Tax Conference. 


TAXATION OF MINERAL RIGHTS. 


Mineral rights are a proper subject 


for state taxation, because their value 
does not depend upon local expendi- 
ture, or the value of local government 
or on the extent of local popula- 
tion. Deposits of coal, iron and other 
minerals owe their value to the de- 
mand for their use by the country 
as a whole. 
If mineral rights are 


taxed only for local purposes, the tax 
will be inadequate to induce their 
best use, and the locality in which 
they are situated will contribute too 
small a proportion of the state's reve- 
nue. 
If the state relies for part of 


its revenue on a. tax apportioned in 
proportion to local revenue, towns in 
which there are valuable mineral 
rights will not contribute their share, 
unless such mineral rights are taxed 
directly by the state for state pur- 
poses.—Lawson Purdy, President De-

Denver, Colo., July 11.—While Sam- 


uel Gompers, John Mitchell, John H.

A homelebs cur, kic..°d by a ciuel or 
thoughtless boy, inns barking through 
the street. A child is bitten, and the 
panic stricken 
bystanders assure it 


that hydrophobia will 
develop. If 


their victim is sufficiently impression- 
able its death follows, and 
another 


"mad dog scaie" i- well under way. 


Just at present Licking county is in- 


dulging in one of these unreasonable 
and dangerous frights. 
The alarm of 


the people is not to be wondered at, 
but the fact remains that physicians 
disagree as to the existence of 
the 


disease rallies, while men acquainted 
with dogs are almost unanimous in 
declaring that no such thing as the 
"mad dog" of 
popular 
imagination 


ever existed. Mr. l»i eer of the Society 
for the Prevention of Cruelty to Ani- 
mals asserts that in fourteen years 
the agents of the society have been 
bitten not less than 15,000 times, and 
that not once have the symptoms of 
rabies followed. 


Wounds caused by animals are not 


more dangerous than wounds result- 
ing from falls or blows. They should 
be cleaned promptly and thoroughly, 
cauterized 
or 
rendeied 
aseptic 
in 


some other way, and kept clean while 
healing 
If these precautions 
were 


always taken, and people would stop 
talking about rabies, the "mad dog 
season' would soon cease to ocupy an 
important space in the calendar.

Be It resolved by the General Assembly 


of the State of Ohio: 
Section 1. A proposition shall be sub- 


mitted to the electors of this state at the 
next rlection for members of the general 
assembly, to amend the constitution of 
the state of Ohio so that sections 18 to 
32, both inclusive, of article II, shall be 
spectively be numbered as sections 19 to 
S?,; and sections 16 and IS of such article 
be so amended as to read as follows:

JOINT RESOLUTION 


To Amend Section Two of Article Twelve 


of the Constitution of Ohio. 


Be it resolved by the General Assembly 


of the State of Ohio: 
Section 1 That a pioposition shall be 
submitted to tne electors of the state of 
Ohio, on the first Tuesday after the first 
Monday in Noverntier, ISOS, to amend sec- 
tion two of article twelve of the consti- 
tution of the state of Ohio, so that it 
shall read as follows 
ARTICLE XII 
Finance and Taxation. 
Sec 2 The General Assembly shall have 


power to establish and maintain an equit- 
able system for raising state and local 
revenue. It may classify the subjects_ of 
taxation so far as their differences jus- 
tify the same in order to secure a ;just 
return from each 
All taxes and other 
charges shall be imposed for public pur- 
poses only and shall be Just to each sub- 
ject. The power ot taxation shall ne\er 
be surrendered, suspended or 
contracted 
away. Bonds of the state of Ohio, bonds 
of any city, village, harnlet, county 
or 


township in this state ana Donds issued 
in behalf of the public schools of Ohio 
and the means of instruction in connec- 
tion therewith, burying grounds, publio 
school houses, houses used exclusively lor 
public worship, institutions ot purely pub- 
lic charity, public property used exclus- 
ively for any public purpose, and person- 
al property to an amount not exceeding in 
value $200, for each Individual, may, by 
general laws, he exempted from taxation;
